Two residents start own fight against graffiti

Kerry Creeden and Michael 
White are taking the fight against 
graffiti into their own hands. 

After seeing graffiti at the Brad¬ 
ford Village Shopping Center on 
Bradford Avenue last month, 
White decided he would buy some 
paint and cover it over himself. 
He’s not alone. 

Creeden, who owns a pet groom¬ 
ing store in the shopping center, 


spends her Sundays removing 
graffiti from store windows, walls 
and sidewalks. 

“It mars the scenery,” said 
White, who has lived on Primrose 
Avenue for 27 years. “It's very of¬ 
fensive to me. 

“It angers me that people don’t 
seem to have any respect for other 
people’s property.” 

While graffiti long has been a 
problem in Placentia, Geoff Cob- 
bett, the city’s maintenance ser¬ 
vice superintendent, said taggers 


and gang members are expanding 
their reach, moving north of Chap¬ 
man Avenue. 

However, he said the city can’t 
afford to hire graffiti removal spe¬ 
cialists fast enough to combat the 
growing problem. 

Last year, the city spent $50,000 
on graffiti removal. 

This year, however, no money 
was budgeted for graffiti removal 
from private property. The Public

Police will experiment with 12V2-hour shifts

Placentia patrol officers are 
gearing up for a 12Vi-hour, three- 
day work weeks as part of a con¬ 
tract agreement that officials said 


may reduce overtime hours. 

The new work week was ap¬ 
proved by City Council members 
on Oct. 6 and will be implemented 
Oct. 25 for a nine-month trial peri¬ 
od, officials said. 

It gives the department’s 21 pa¬ 


trol officers four days off a week 
and requires them to work an addi¬ 
tional 10-hour day once a month. 

The department has 51 sworn of¬ 
ficers and was paying overtime for 
replacements when an officer was 
either sick, on vacation or attend¬ 


ing a workshop, said Capt. Daryll 
will be six under the new schedule. 

“We’ll be safer out on the 
street,” he said. 

Officers had agreed to try the

Planning commissioners on 
Tuesday approved the city’s 
first gated subdivision. 

By a 5-0 vote, A-M Homes was 
given permission to build 120 
single-family detached homes 
on a 22.8-acre site. 

The gated subdivision is bor¬ 
dered by Alta Vista Street to the 
north and Central Avenue to the 
east. The Alta Vista Country 
Club borders the property to the 
west and north. 

About 480 people are project¬ 
ed to occupy the development. 

The property was formerly 
used for oil production by Uno¬ 
cal, which produced oil for 
more than 60 years, said Bob 
Liewer, vice president of For¬ 
ward Planning in Newport 
Beach. In August, a two-year 
soil remediation process was 
completed. 

According to Liewer, the 
homes should be priced in the 
high $200,000 range.

Students conduct tests 
to solve crime mystery

Glenview Elementary School students 
were busy last week not with math or read¬ 
ing but with solving a mystery. 

A visit from University of California, 
Berkeley forensic specialists resulted in an 
artificial crime scene with younger students 
trying to figure out who stole a teddy bear 
while older children searched for a murder- 


Students walked through 15 stations, each 
station offering a different aspect of criminal 
investigating. From fiber tests, to finger¬ 
printing to chromatography, students con¬ 
ducted their own tests to narrow the clues 


“We’re doing this to affect how they feel 
about science when they’re older,” forensics 
specialist Kevin Beals said. "It’s kind of like 
a hook. They’re doing pH tests, but we don't 
call it that. When they get older what they'll 
remember is the intrigue of solving a mys¬ 
tery. We’re getting them to feel successful 
with science.” 

Students Simone Placencia, Stephaine 
Vasquez and Lindsay Bardsley were close to 
narrowing the list of four suspects during 
their investigative pursuits.

Candidates offer views on city 


Hill: Environment is important issue

Gary Hill is concerned about the 
preserving the city’s water supply. 

Even though it appears the wa¬ 
ter supply is adequate, the City 
Council candidate believes the city 
should prepare for more years of 
drought. 

Instead of depending on water 
from Northern California, the city 
should insist that untreated water 
from local wells be used for land¬ 
scaping and to irrigate crops. 

Using local water would reduce 
the cost and the amount of energy 
used to transport treated water, 
Hill said. 

He believes Placentia needs to 
focus on environmental issues. Re¬ 
ducing traffic would result in less 
noise and air pollution, he said. Re¬ 
synchronizing the light signals to

improve traffic flow and increas¬ 
ing public transportation would re¬ 
duce traffic, Hill said. 

“I have positive solutions in our 
community with respect to the en¬ 
vironment,” he said. 

Hill, 53, is a senior environmen¬ 
tal laboratory test engineer for 


Parker Hannifin Corp. in Irvine 
and has lived in Placentia for 15 
years. He has served one term on 
the Placentia Plannning Commis¬ 
sion and almost completed a sec¬ 
ond term but had to resign to run 
for council. 

Placentia is facing serious bud¬ 
getary challenges, he said. 

“I don’t want to impose tax in¬ 
creases. If necessary, we’ll have to 
be able to reduce working hours 
with city employees as a last op¬ 
tion,” Hill said. 

He also sees a need to generate 
more sales tax by attracting new 
businesses to the city. 

Hill is a member of the Placentia 
Founder’s Society and the Orange 
County chapter of the Institute of 
Environmental Sciences. He’s a 
Navy veteran and a member of the 
Placentia’s American Legion Post 
277.

Hill said he has a genuine desire 
to serve the community. If elected, 
he said he would look to residents 
for ideas and complaints. 


Nodler: City needs controlled growth

Howard Nodler prides himself on 
having no political affiliations or 
loyalties to “any existing entity.” 

“By being in that position there’s 
no allegiance with anyone that has 
to be held up,” Nodler said. “I’m a 
virgin to the political world.” 

Nodler, 45, said if he’s elected to 
council he will concentrate on long¬ 
term planned city expansion that 
reflects the needs of residents. 

"The particular expansion 
should match the area it’s going 
in,” he said. 

Placentia needs quality shopping 
centers, he said, “not just another 
run-of-the-mill shopping center 
that could be found a mile away on 
Yorba Linda Boulevard.” He said 
there is a need for such businesses 
as a gourmet grocery store. 


“The city needs gradual con¬ 
trolled growth that ultimately re¬ 
sults in higher property values and 
an attraction of more affluency to 
the neighborhoods,” he said. 

His view is that the city has 
enough apartment complexes and 
additional high density building 
would over burden the city’s re¬ 
sources and schools. 

He believes the city could cut 
costs by enlisting the help of com¬ 
munity volunteers. 

Council members should be lim¬ 
ited to two terms in office, he said. 

“People tend to get compla¬ 
cent,” Nodler said. "The longer 
someone is in a position of power, 
the more they tend to have self- 
interest groups magnetize them¬ 
selves to them for their own good.” 

Nodler, the chief financial offi¬ 
cer for Community Hospital of 


Gardena, said he wants to curb 
gang activity by holding the par¬ 
ents of gang members responsible 
for their children. 

“Their parents have to be held 
accountable,” he said. 

A curfew should be enforced for 
children under a certain age, he 
said. 

Community groups should orga¬ 
nize to reach out to gang members 
and their parents, he said. 

He would like to continue the ef¬ 
forts of the Placentia Community 
Youth Partnership, which was 
formed earlier this year on the rec¬ 
ommendation of the Gang/Drug 
Advisory Committee. 

If elected, he believes he would 
be receptive and attentive to the 
needs of residents. 

Nodler has lived in Placentia for 
four years. He has a bachelor’s de¬

gree in business administration 
from Temple University in Phila¬ 
delphia. He also is a U.S. Air Force 
Vietnam veteran. 


Smith: Contain costs before taxing

As a stay-at-home mom, Linda 
Smith said she’s in touch with the 
needs of the residents of Placentia. 

She believes term limits should 
be established at two consecutive 
terms. 

"Individuals who want to make a 
career in politics should be rotated 
in different positions,” she said. 

After more than two consecutive 
terms, she said, elected officials 
start directing their energies to¬ 
ward special interest groups. 

Smith, 42, wants to maintain a 
“sound fiscal government.” Taxes 
and fees shouldn’t be raised until 
all avenues of cost containment 
have been exhausted, she said. 


She encourages city employees 
to live in Placentia because she be- 
leives those who reside in the city 
will be more devoted than those 
who live elsewhere. 

Increasing police patrols in high 
crime areas is one solution to curb¬ 
ing crime, she said. 

In addition, the parents of gang 
members should be held account¬ 
able for the actions of their chil¬ 
dren, she said. Part-time work pro¬ 
grams for at-risk youth should be 
made available to juvenile offend¬ 
ers. 

To cut city spending, she be¬ 
lieves there is an abundance of vol¬ 
unteers who could donate their 
time to the city, schools and police 
department. 

“There’re all kinds of ways I can 
see volunteers of all ages being of 


use. I think all of us would benefit,” 
Smith said. 

She suggests recruiting senior 
citizens to help with clerical work 
at the Police Department as a via¬ 
ble use of volunteers. 

If elected, she said she could of¬ 
fer many creative and innovative 
ideas to local politics. 

Intelligent planning is another 
priority for Smith. The city should 
carefully plan the remaining acres 
of open land to benefit the residents 
of the city, she said. 

"The city planning process 
should be a product of long-range 
planning,” she said. 

Smith said the city should avoid 
high-density building to preserve 
the quality of life. 

“I want to maintain it’s status as 
an All-America city,” she said.

Newton 
leads in 
funds 

Incumbent has 
raised most money

Councilman Arthur Newton 
has raised the most money from 
independent sources so far in the 
race for a seat on City Council. 

Newton, who is seeking his 
third consecutive term, has 
raised $1,500 in campaign contri¬ 
butions. 

Campaign disclosure state¬ 
ments were due last week for the 
12 City Council candidates vying 
for three four-year terms. 

Candidates must submit two 
more campaign disclosure state¬ 
ments, which are due Oct. 22 and 
Jan. 31. 

Newton received a contribu¬ 
tion of $1,000 from Committee for 
the Independence of the Downey 
Municipal Courts, a group based 
in Orange. Another $500 contri¬ 
bution came from the Placentia 
Police Association. 

Newton’s expenditures total 
$845 for sign and envelope print¬ 
ing. 

Councilwoman Maria Moreno 
has raised $1,364 in her effort to 
retain her seat. 

Moreno has spent $1070, most 
of which went to pay for her can¬ 
didate statements in the ballot. 

Challenger Gary Hill, a former 
Planning Commissioner, report¬ 
ed a campaign fund of $2,750, all 
of which came from a loan from 
himself. His expenditures total 
$2,053, mostly on campaign post¬ 
ers and advertising. 

Mayor John Tynes, who is run¬ 
ning for his fifth council term, 
reported a campaign fund of 
$2,728. Tynes reported expendi¬ 
tures of $1,279, most of which was 
spent on signs, cards and his can¬ 
didate statement. 

His largest contribution of $500 
came from Albert S. Bradford of 
Pala, Calif, and he recieved $250 
from the Placentia Police Asso¬ 
ciation. The bulk of his contribu¬ 
tions were loans to himself. 

Former Planning Commis¬ 
sioner Michael Maertzweiler has 
collected $2,657 in contributions 
and spent $2,143 on printing signs 
and campaign paraphernalia. 

Adrienne Edmondson has con¬ 
tributions totaling $1,988. Her ex¬ 
penditures total $1,931. Edmond¬ 
son has funded most of her costs 
which were spent on campaign 
signs and literature. 

Candidates with contributions 
less than $1,000 need not file 
statements. Those candidates 
are Adrienne Edmondson, Gary 
Hill, Michael Stehly, Howard 
Kay, Raymond Smith, Linda 
Smith, Betty Mead and Edward 
Nodler.

School parenting programs receive state, federal grants

Two parenting programs for stu¬ 
dents received healthy shots in the 
arm Tuesday. 

The Placentia Yorba Linda Uni¬ 
fied School District Board of Trust¬ 
ees unanimously accepted the 
state's renewal of a $76,918 con¬ 
tract for the Parenting and Infant 
Development program and a fed¬ 
eral block grant of $104,774 for the 
Child Care for Teen Parents. 

Sharon McHolland, district as¬ 
sistant superintendent of educa¬ 
tional services, said the grants are 
particularly welcome because the 
programs have grown. Seven 


years ago, the district had six 
school-age parents and/or preg¬ 
nant minors. Now there are 30. 

Both programs, in existence 
since 1985 at the El Dorado High 
School, also serve Anaheim, Brea, 
Fullerton and unincorporated 
parts of the county. 

The board also unanimously 
adopted a resolution for emergen¬ 
cy repairs to gas lines at El Dorado 
High School. 

Kim Stallings, assistant superin¬ 
tendent for administrative ser¬ 
vices, said all the leaks were mi¬ 
nor. The resolution enables the dis¬ 
trict to replace damaged 
underground piping in a timely

The Yorba Linda Water District 
opens two new reservoirs Friday 
at its Elk Mountain site. 

Bill Robertson, the district’s gen¬ 
eral manager, said the Elk Moun¬ 
tain Reservoir holds 6 million gal¬ 
lons of water. It cost $3.5 million, 
including booster pumps, and was 
paid for by the sale of general obli¬ 
gation bonds. 

The reservoirs allow the district 
to pump more than 60 percent well 
water, it saves on imported water. 

“It costs $350 an acre foot to im¬ 
port water and $100 an acre foot to 
pump it, so the saving is signifi¬ 
cant,” assistant administrator 
Mike Robinson said. 

An acre foot equals 326,000 gal¬ 
lons. 

Robertson said the reservoir is 
located in the middle of a residen¬ 
tial area and is the first to have a 
passive park built over it. 

Chuck Gray, the district’s engi¬ 
neering manager, said Elk Moun¬ 
tain Reservoir took two years to 
build and can be expanded if neces¬ 
sary. 

Tlie Camino de Bryant reservoir 
is 300 feet by 300 feet in area, 20 feet 
deep and holds 3.2 million gallons 
of water. It costs $2.5 million and 
also took two years to build. 

Both have a one-year warranty, 
an industry standard, Robinson 
said. At the end of a year, both 
reservoirs, which have dividing 
walls to allow one side to be 
drained into the other for inspec¬ 
tions, will be inspected for cracks 
and other plumbing problems. 

Robinson said the industry’s 
yearly average for unaccounted- 
for water is about 10 percent. The 
Yorba Linda district averages 5 
percent in annual water loss, one of 
the lowest rates in Orange County, 
Robinson said. 

Gray said the reservoirs are de¬ 
signed to earthquake standards 
that exceed those set for schools 
and hospitals, Gray said. 

The nearest fault, the Whittier- 
Elsinore Fault, is about one mile 
from the Elk Mountain reservoir 
and 1.5 miles away from Camino 
de Bryant. 

The reservoirs, named for ad¬ 
joining streets, are the 12th and 
13th in the district, Robinson said.

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Water rates increase 
for some residents

The average monthly water bills 
for Placentia residents in the area 
served by the Southern California 
Water Co.'s district rose by $2.01, 
effective Oct. 11. 

The increase affects customers 
receiving 2,500 gallons of water as 
their basic service. 

The Southern California Water 
Co. serves 9,083 customers in Pla¬ 
centia and 1,735 customers in 
Yorba Linda. Overall, the Orange 
District serves nearly 38,000 cus¬ 
tomers. Placentia and Yorba Lin¬ 


da also are served by the Yorba 
Linda Water District. They serve 
about 2,500 customers in Placentia 
and about 17,000 in Yorba Linda. 

DeVine said the district has pro¬ 
posed another rate increase, which 
is before the Public Utilities Com¬ 
mission and would go into effect 
next spring if approved. 

The increase proposed by the 
district would increase the aver¬ 
age bill by $6.14 a month. 

The Public Utilities Commission 
is recommending a rate increase 
by 75 cents. Both rate increases 
will cover increasing operations 
costs, DeVine said.

Parking classroom in 
a garage working well 


It might not be a return to 
the one-room school of the 
past, but it’s close. 

The next time someone tries 
to convince you that new, ex¬ 
pensive, public school facilities 
are needed to educate an over¬ 
flowing population, ask them 
to take a page from Fullerton 
Union High School District’s 
book of solutions. 

Teacher Raul Acedo was at 
first skeptical when he was 
given his teaching assignment 
for the semester. His class¬ 
room is a garage The assign¬ 
ment was no mistake. His 
unique classroom is one of 
many located off campus as a 
means of teaching minorities 
in familiar surroundings. We 
give the program a passing 
grade for its ingenuity and po¬ 
tential. We hope it becomes a 
trendsetter. 

Mr. Acedo teaches English 
as a Second Language in the 
garage located on Fifth Ave¬ 
nue in La Habra. Geared to 
adult education, it is part of 
the district's Alternative Con¬ 
tinuing Education program, 
which currently caters to more 
than 2,000 students. 

Does meeting in neighbor¬ 
hood surroundings cause any 
problems relative to class reg¬ 
istration? Mr. Acedo was sur¬ 


prised on his first night when 
area residents lined up to reg¬ 
ister for his class. Thirty five 
applied. Ten were turned away 
because of space limitations. 

One concern of the district is 
that students in Mr. Acedo’s 
class will miss out on the tech¬ 
nical aspects of language pro¬ 
grams, being so far removed 
from on-campus classrooms. 
But Mr. Acedo believes the 
personal attention he can give 
in the garage classroom will 
make up for any technical 
losses. 

Of one thing Mr. Acedo is 
sure. His students won't learn 
any less than they would at¬ 
tending a regular classroom. 

If the district's experiment 
is successful in all aspects of 
education, North Orange Coun¬ 
ty school districts should take 
the program into the regular 
K-through-12 education class¬ 
rooms. Public educators have 
been looking for ways to cut 
the dropout rate in their 
schools, and at the same time 
improve the quality of educa¬ 
tion the young people of our 
communities receive. The 
FUHSD plan could be the an¬ 
swer. 

And what a relief to have 
neighborhood schools again.

I would like to voice my concern 
about the so-called Student Work 
Program. We have had several 
very articulate young people come 
to our door recently selling some 
items on behalf of the Student 
Work Program. These junior sales¬ 
people say the program is helping 
to keep them off drugs. Great! I 
admit I don't know much else 
about the program, but I feel these 
youngsters are being taken advan¬ 
tage of and I don’t think their wel¬ 
fare and safety is being considered 
while they are out peddling their 
wares. 1 have the following con¬ 
cerns: 

1. The youngsters are too young 
to be going door-to-door alone. 
Some look to be 8 or 10 years old. 

2. The youngsters are too young 
to be out after dark alone. 

3. These young people should not 
be dropped off in strange neighbor¬ 
hoods alone. 

4. The selection of items for sale 
is bizarre and extremely over¬ 
priced. Chances for making a sale 
are very poor. 

5. Different youngsters with the 
same box of goods are brought to 


the same neighborhoods night af¬ 
ter night. How can they expect the 
same residents to buy the same 
items from several different kids? 

Whoever is behind the program 
is making fools of these hard-work¬ 
ing young kids. It may (somehow) 
be keeping them off drugs, but it 
cannot be building their self-confi¬ 
dence when they are being reject¬ 
ed time and again. If you really 
want to help them out by giving 
them a summer job, do some mar¬ 
keting research and give these kids 
something to sell that is useful to a 
homeowner and is reasonably 
priced. 

Economic times are tough now. 
We don't mind helping out these 
junior salespeople occasionally, 
but give us something for our mon¬ 
ey! And most of all, let’s see some 
adults out there with these young¬ 
sters. Anything can happen to 
youngsters these days when they 
are alone and it would be a shame 
if something bad was to happen to 
any of these hard-working kids!

Placentia community service officer’s goal is crime prevention

L isa Wakino-Terfehr be¬ 
lieves most crimes can be 
prevented. As the commu¬ 
nity service officer for the Pla¬ 
centia Police Department in 
charge of crime prevention, it’s 
her job to see that residents take 
the right steps toward protecting 
themselves against crime. 

Wakino-Terfehr has headed the 
Neighborhood Watch program in 
Placentia for six years. There are 
43 Neighborhood Watch divisions 
in the city. That equates to 85 
percent participation city wide. 

“I believe the program really 
works,” she said. 

“My job is to reduce crime and 
teach people to be more aware 
and informed.” 

Neighborhood Watch is a pro¬ 
gram that teaches people basic 
home security and keeps them

updated on crime trends. 

The success of the program de¬ 
pends on participation. She said 
there are plenty of things resi¬ 
dents can do to prevent crime. 

“The most important thing is to 
report suspicious activity to the 
police department,” Wakino-Ter¬ 
fehr said. 

Reporting a potential crime be¬ 
fore it occurs gives police the 
time to respond and catch the 
suspect in the act, she said. 

Residents should record serial 
numbers of valuable property and 
jot down license numbers of cars 


or trucks cruising suspiciously in 
their neighborhoods. 

Police welcome calls from resi¬ 
dents who suspect a crime is 
about to occur in their neighbor¬ 
hoods, she said. Residents 
shouldn’t feel they are bothering 
police or be embarrassed if their 
suspicions prove unfounded. 

Wakino-Terfehr also is in 
charge of a new car theft preven¬ 
tion program, Combat Auto 
Theft. It allows police a means to 
identify stolen vehicles between 
the hours of 1 a m. and 5 a.m. 

Residents in the program are 
given a sticker to place on their 


cars. Between those hours police 
have the authority to stop any car 
with the yellow-and-blue sticker 
placed in the rear window. Police 
will treat the car as if it were a 
stolen vehicle. 

According to Placentia Police 
Chief Manuel Ortega, car theft 
has steadily increased during the 
past six years. 

Participating in the program 
could help police recover a vehi¬ 
cle sooner. 

Before reporting a crime, wit¬ 
nesses should try to determine 
what happened, the time, if any¬ 
one is injured, vehicle license 
number, direction of flight and 
suspect description. 

“If you make it easy for them 
you’re opening yourself up to 
them,” Wakino-Terfehr said.

Graffiti Removal of Los Angeles 
charged the city $40 a square foot 
to remove graffiti from buildings 


But even when the city was help¬ 
ing remove graffiti from private 
property, Creeden still did it on her 
own. 

Creeden, who has owned Pam's 
Place at 132 N. Bradford Ave. for 
11 years, said she’s been painting 
out graffiti at the center for four 
years 

“It gives the shopping center a 


block from Valencia High School. 
When school starts, she said, the 
problem worsens. 

Two months ago, the windows on 
the front of her store were etched 
— a problem she said she can't 
afford to fix. 

And, to make matters worse, 
once a gang spray paints its logo on 
a wall, another gang will cross out 


the first logo and paint its own on 
the wall. 

“Each time it’s different color. It 
comes to the point where you have 
a total patchwork of gang graffiti,” 
Creeden said. 

The majority of graffiti appears 
in the Atwood and La Jolla neigh¬ 
borhoods in the southern part of the 
city. 

That’s also where most of the 
gangs in the city are located. 

The Public Works Department is 


spending 80-100 manhours per 
week trying to contain the prob¬ 
lem.

Kids tips 

Scary thought 


There's no trick to providing 
heart-healthy Halloween 
treats. 

According to Coyness Ennix, 
president of the American 
Heart Association, a California 
affiliate, the key to choosing 
pre-packaged treats is to read 
the labels, noting sugar, fat 
and cholesterol contents. Total 
fat intake for children over 2 
years old, as well as adults, 
should be no mroe than .3(1 per¬ 
cent of calories each day.

Families with employed 
women spent an estimated $21 
billion on child care in 1988, 
according to a report recently 
released by the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Commerce. 

The survey indicates that 57 
percent (about ,30 million) of 
an estimated 5.3.4 million chil¬ 
dren under 15 years old had 
mothers who were employed. 
However, only 40 percent of 
the families of employed wom¬ 
en with children under 15 
made a monetary payment for 
child care services. Child care 
cases for these families aver¬ 
aged $54 per week, up from a 
1987 average of $49.

With moms in 
the work force, 
men are 
answering 
the call for 
volunteers 
in the schools

T hirty years ago, cupcake¬ 
bearing room mothers 
were more than generous, 
they were godsends. With ample 
time to volunteer as field trip 
chaperones and reading tutors, 
the on-call moms lightened the 
teacher’s load. 

Gradually the miracle workers 
were absorbed by the family's 
need for dual-incomes and dads 
were asked to help fill the gap 
According to 1991 U.S. Bureau of 
Census statistics, men accounted 
for 10 percent of the classroom 
volunteerism in comparison to 18 
percent among the women. 

The situation contrasts the ear¬ 
ly 19th century in England when 
factories hired whole families to 
work. When the infant mortality 
rose and machines became more 
efficient, women were removed 
from the work force and expected 
to improve home conditions, ac¬ 
cording to British sociologist 
Anne Oakley. 

In 1737, more than 98 percent of 
married women in England 
worked outside the home. By 
1911, more than 90 percent were 
employed solely as housewives. 

In America, as the '80s woman 
returned to the job site, a new 
strain of class caretaker sur¬ 
faced: the room grandfather. And 
in another role reversal, more fa¬ 
thers started toting their children 
to university day care centers 
while they pursued a higher edu¬

From the first stages of the Market¬ 
place project, Lowe Development 
Corp. worked with potential tenants, 
the city of Brea, and nearby employ¬ 
ers to include a public child care cen¬ 
ter as part as part of their community 
outreach.

Test-taking strategies that work

How should college-bound stu¬ 
dents prepare for the SAT/ACT Test? 
There are many books on the subject 
as well as audio cassettes and 
courses. The decision is an important 
one, since scores often determine 
which colleges students will con¬ 
sider, even before other consider¬ 
ations such as tuition and location. 

Test-taking gimmicks sometimes 
work in the short term; but students 
who develop critical thinking skills 
use them often during their lifetime — 
in college, on the job and throughout 
a career and certainly on the test 
The key is to concentrate not on find¬ 
ing the answer, but solving the 
problem. 

Specrfic critical thinking skills can 
enable you to extract necessary in¬ 
formation from a problem that will 
lead you to an answer. 

Here are a few overall test-taking 
strategies that work: 

■ Be familar with the directions to 
the question types so you don't have 
to read them on the actual exam. 

■ If you can eliminate one or more 
wrong choices, guess You are pe¬ 
nalized only a small percentage if you 
get the wrong answer. 

■ Write as much as you want in 
your test booklet. Extend lines to dia¬ 


grams, circle key words, underline 
key prefixes and roots of words, label 
sides of figures with specific tetters, 
etc. 


■ In word problems, 
words to math forms.

and services groups. 

In the strictest sense of the word, 
however. Bingo has remained le¬ 
gal because it is a game of skill, as 
opposed to a game of chance. 

“There's nothing wrong with a 
little Bingo," Bob Mann said. “As 
long as horse racing stays legal, 
Bingo’s going to be safe. It's just a 
little harmless fun for people who 
like to get together." 

In Anaheim and Anaheim Hills, 
Bingo players can choose from at 
least 12 games that run throughout 


the week. The cities of Fullerton, 
Orange, Brea, La Habra, Placen¬ 
tia and Yorba Linda also have Bin- 
go games at various locations. 

If you're looking for a Bingo 
game, Mann suggests calling 
churches, Elks lodges or your 
city's community services depart¬ 
ment. 

“We play four times a week and 
we have friends who play even 
more than that," he said. “Anyone 
who wants to play Bingo, can play 
seven nights a week if they want.”

Welcome to Bingo, Wednesday 
night at Canyon High School in An¬ 
aheim Hills. 

“This is about the best time you 
can have with your clothes on,” 
cracked 70-year-old Bob Mann, a 
Wednesday night regular. 

"Seriously, though. Bingo is a lot 
of fun. It gives us retired people a 
chance to get together with each 
other and, if you’re lucky, win a 
little money. It's not as expensive 
as (Las) Vegas, but just as much 
fun." 

Bingo is a bastardization of the 
lottery or numbers games that 
originated in the early days of the 
Roman Empire. Back then, Ro¬ 
man emperors used the lottery to 
raise money for public works pro¬ 
jects and increase imperial reve¬ 
nue. 

In lottery, tickets bearing differ¬ 
ent numbers are placed on sale. At 
a predetermined time, numbers 
are then drawn randomly from a 
hat, barrel or cage. Those possess¬ 
ing tickets with winning numbers 
win part of the lottery pot. 

Though similar to the lottery, 
Bingo is unique. 

Running horizontally across the 
Bingo card are the letters, B-I-N- 
G-O. Lined up in rows below each 
letter are random numbers from 1 
through 75. Bingo players buy their 
cards from sellers before the 
game. 

The game begins with the emcee 
or Bingo caller mixing up a vat or 
barrel that holds the numbered 
balls. When the ball comes to the 
surface, the emcee plucks it up and 
calls it to the players who respond 
by marking their cards. 

Multiple cards are allowed at 
most games. Most Canyon High 
participants play an average of six 
cards each. 

“It doesn't matter how many 
cards you have if the numbers 
don’t come up,” said Sheila Mann, 
who this night is playing different 
10 cards. "You have to have luck. 
You have to see yourself winning." 

Bob Mann said he’s won a few 
Bingo over the years but none in 
the last five. Despite her sad pro¬ 
nouncements and tales of Bingo 
woe, Sheila Mann, by contrast, has 
won five $500 pots, several smaller 
cash prizes and a Caribbean cruise 
— all this year. 

“It also helps if you play with a 
partner," Bob Mann said. “That 
way, you win if they win. Bingo has 
kept this marriage together.” 

Gambling is illegal in most 
states — and in recent years Bingo 
has come under closer scrutiny. 
Some places have outlawed the 
games altogether or eliminated 
cash pots in lieu of gifts and prizes. 

In the past, constabularies and 
other law-enforcement officials ig¬ 
nored Bingo games — largely be¬ 
cause they were operated by 
churches, fraternal organizations

Strait can’t 
deliver the 
hot country

When it comes to country-and- 
western music, few places exhibit 
as much enthusiasm and interest 
as Orange County. 

The stock in the ever-widening 
popular music has escalated over 
the last few years — and with hot, 
new performers like Garth Brooks 
and Billy Ray Cyrus coming on the 
scene everyday — there does not 
seem to be any slowing down.

The last many of his friends and 
neighbors heard, Till K. Kahrs was 
working in the liquor industry, re¬ 
searching potential markets and 
handling regional and national ac¬ 
counts. 

But three years ago the former 
Placentia resident left the spirits 
business for a more-spirited busi¬ 
ness. 

Nowadays, Kahrs is a full-time 
performer, a singer-songwriter 
with an upcoming album, a record 
contract, a host of club dates and a 
potential international audience. 

Kahrs' old pals can catch up with 
him next Thursday night when he 
performs his country-and-western 
repertoire at the Regency Coffee 
Roast in Brea. 

"It's a nice chance for me to get 
together with some old friends,” 
Kahrs said recently. “I’ve already- 
talked to a few people who said 
they’d stop by, but I’d love to see as 
many people from the old neigh¬ 
borhood as possible. It’ll be nice to 
get together again." 

Till K. Kahrs was born in Ham¬ 
burg, Germany, and moved to Pla¬ 
centia with his family shortly 
thereafter. He attended Sierra Vis¬ 
ta Elementary-, Tuffree Junior 
High and graduated from El Dora¬ 
do in 1975. 

Kahrs earned a psychology de¬ 
gree from UC Irvine, and returned 
to Pepperdine University a few 
years later for a master's in busi¬ 
ness administration. 

After working several years for 
Gallo Wines as a field representa¬ 
tive, Kahrs moved over to Sea¬ 
gram's and then finally to Heub- 
lem’s as a national accounts re¬ 
gional manager.

Unbeaten Hawks not an Empire League favorite 


Not as long as

In any other league, in any other 
season, El Dorado High’s football 
team would be a much-liked favor¬ 
ite as a team possessing a 5-0 non¬ 
league record entering league 
play.

This is the league made famous 
by Esperanza, presently ranked 
No. 1 in Orange County, and Los

Los Alamitos is the defending 
CIF Southern Section Division III 
champion. Esperanza, the 1990 Di¬ 
vision III champion, was runner- 
up a year ago and hasn't lost a 
regular season game in 25 contests 
since November, 1989. 

So where does that leave El Do¬ 
rado, a team which has matched 
Esperanza and Los Alamitos’ 5-0 
starts and is now ranked in the Or¬ 
ange County top 10 poll (No. 9) for 
the first time during the stay of 
four-year coach Rick Jones? 

“What (this league) does is 


makes it so you better develop 
courage quick because every team 
is strong and can rise up and beat 
you,” Joners said. “We're 5-0 and 
we’re the smallest school in the 
league (on attendance figures).

Los Alamitos boasts a run-and- 
shoot offense directed by Orange 
County’s passing yardage leader, 
senior Tim Carey, who still has his 
favorite receivers, George Sagen 
and Don Ruberio, left from the 
Griffins’ championship team. 

Recently, Los Alamitos has been 
especially impressive, posting two 
straight shutouts including a 56-0 
win over Lakewood Oct. 8. 

As for Esperanza, defense again 
has been the dominating factor. 
The Aztecs have shut out four oppo¬ 
nents already this season and a 
surprisingly effective running 
game has helped the Aztecs out- 
score their foes, 217-14, this year. 


Nevertheless, Aztecs coach Gary 
Meek expresses concern over the 
success El Dorado has achieved 
thus far. 

“They’ve had five or six kids 
who’ve started since they’ve been 
sophomores," Meek said. "Those 
types of things build great teams. 
They’re doing things that have a 
high percentage of success. 
They’re doing what they can do 
best.” 

A balanced offense and a defense 
stingy about surrendering points 
was El Dorado’s forte during non¬ 
league contests. 

Senior quarterback Jim Beck 
has completed a sparkling 68 per¬ 
cent of his passes (43 of 63) for 615 
yards and four touchdowns. Run¬ 
ning back Spencer Frost leads the 
ground game with 351 yards and 
four touchdowns. Tight end Mi¬ 
chael Haynes is averaging 16.9 
yards a reception. He too has 
scored four touchdowns. 

The Golden Hawks defense has 
given up only 22 points. The most 
one team has scored was seven 
points, by Troy in El Dorado’s 28-7 
victory. 

A Katella passing game led by 
junior quarterback Jaret Wright 
and a Cypress running attack 
paced by Wes Merriweather will 
test the low scoring average. 
Loara (0-5) has also showed recent

signs of improvement. 

“We have a good football team 
and now we’ve got to try to com¬

Orange County resale housing inven¬ 
tories remain near record high levels de¬ 
spite the recent end to the traditional 
home selling season. The start of the 
school year usually sees a decrease in 
active inventories. 

My most recent analysis of active re¬ 
sale inventories throughout Orange Coun¬ 
ty instead suggests that home sellers are 
leaving their properties on the market. 
This fact, combined with a substantial 
decrease in buyer activity during the past 
90 days, will likely continue to result in 
lower home transfer prices. 

The results of my analysis are not good 
news for Orange County home sellers 
faced with financial difficulties, job trails 
fers, or other motivating factors beyond 
their control. 

With such a large number of homes 
from which to choose, today's buyers fre¬ 
quently present multiple offers until they 
find a seller motivated enough to sell at a 
price well below market Analysts concur 
that buyers wouldn't have such luxuries if 
sellers who are less motivated removed 
their homes from the market. 

Inventory levels are not the only factor 
creating the current buyer's market A 
visible decrease in the number of active

potential buyers, recent and anticipated 
job losses, and continued record low con 
sumer confidence are all fueling the mar¬ 
ket. 

The most important influence over 
which sellers have control, however, is 
inventory —the question to place or leave 
their home on the market for sale. 

Motivated sellers in today's market 
recognize this and price their homes ag¬ 
gressively against closed comparable 
sales. Such positioning wouldn't be re¬ 


quired — and a stabilized market would 
result — if the large number of unmoti¬ 
vated sellers would simply remove their 
homes from the market. 

Unmotivated sellers know who they 
are. So do their real estate agents. They 
are the ones whose homes are in poor 
condition. They are the ones who don't 
allow their agent to use a lockbox They 
are the ones whose asking price is 20 per¬ 
cent higher than the most recent compa¬ 
rable sale "because I just replaced the 
bathroom fixtures." 

The worst offender is the seller whose 
bottom-line sales price is above market 
value — a price that even in the event of 
an open escrow, will never appraise to 
allow the required financing. 

So the real culprits in all of this are the 
agents and brokers who continue to list 
and have flooded the market with homes 
owned by unmotivated sellers who we can 
assume know no better. 

This is a wake-up call to all of them 
Unless tie collectively turn this market 
around hy ridding it of unmotivated sell¬ 
ers. ire will certainly he to blame for the 
turmoil ahead And it will he far worse 
than anything ire have seen to date Tex 
as and Mew England can happen here 


And it will unless we all act. Now. 

Here are the results of my inventory 
analysis by area city The numbers repre¬ 
sent inventory in months’ supply of all 
property types and price ranges. Market¬ 
ing time can be estimated hy dividing the 
result by 2 (assuming the average home 
will sell in the average time). 

Anaheim: 11.6 months. Anaheim Hills 
12.6. Brea: 10.2months. Buena Park: 12.5 
months. Fullerton: 12.7 months. La Ha¬ 
bra: 14.0 months. La Habra Heights: 44.6 
months. Orange: 1.5.5 months. Placentia: 
1.5.5 months. Whittier: 11.8 months. Yorba 
Linda: 12.9 months. 

The month’s supply formula seasonally 
adjusts sales and purchase activity to 
provide an accurate snapshot of the real 
estate market. The results are a more 
accurate barometer of the market than 
the number of active listings or number of 
recent sales.
